PUBLIC BOARDS, including 
eity councils which includes the 
Porterville city council, tend to 
follow one of several] common pat- 
terns. Elected officials may take 
their election lightly, pay little or 
no attention to their public admin- 
istraton job, and “rubber stamp” 
the administrative officer. Or they 
may drift along with one strong 
member of the board, letting him 
“run the show”. Or they may 
‘choose up sides’”’, and vote against 
each other rather than for or 
against issues at. hand. Or they 
may inform themselves on the is- 
sues, use their administrative offi- 
cer and his staff to develop total 
information, make their points on 
an impersonal basis in public 
meetings, bring specific matters to 
a vote, accept that vote, win or 
lose, then go on to the next agenda 
item... The poorest public boards 
are those that accept the non-in- 
terest, rubber stamp, follow the 
leader pattern; the best and most 
productive public boards are those 
whose members do inform them- 
selves, do discuss the issues in pub- 
lic meetings, do vote their convic- 
tions, and do accept the vote on an 
impersonal basis ... The present 
Porterville city council has fol- 
Nowed and is followirg the latter, 
desirable pattern. This is as it 
should be, and this, we predict, is 
the way it will continue.
